Under 
ordinary circumstances when a 
book is popular, two, three and 
four copies are purchased so the 
general demand can be filled while 
the book, is riding the crest of its 
popularity wave. Now, however, 
the library funds do not permit 
the purchase of more than one copy 
with the result that the 
single 


copies are almost continually in 
circulation, and therefore hard to 
get 


The rental fees collected by the 


library has been, greatly affected 
by the need for economy. When 
only one copy of a book is pur- 
chased it cannot be placed on the 
rental shelf, and thus 
there are 


fewer books gomg out on "the rent- 
al basis than, previously^ 


Has Smaller Budget 


In addition to the loss in rental 


fees, the library is working under 
the handicap of a smaller budget 
and less revenue from fines 
The 


1932 budget, $16,500, is $1,000 less 
than that" of 1931, and people are 
being immensely , cautious 
about 


running up large bills for fines. 


The same conditions which have 


cut the library^ revenue have "in- 
creased its circulation. Despite the 
installation of the new 
charging 


system^the first part of last year, 
which for a while brought about a 
decreased circulation, the total cir- 
culation for this year will be far 
and^above that of last year. Besides 
with hundreds of persons looking 
for free diversion, the library is 
being used a great deal more than 
ever before.

The making 
of the payments will aggravate the 
depression. But public opinion must 
profit from the experience. It would 
not be so costly as action -which 
struck .at the foundations of all 
debts and at international under- 
standing.

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Many Foot 


Ills Traced 
To Infancy 


BY ELSIE PIERCE 


The other day I happened across 


some very valuable information is- 
sued by the National Association of 
Chiropodist-Podiatrists. Every par- 
ent should be familiar with these 
facts. 


That the feet are plastic through 


infancy and adolescence to the six- 
teenth year and that those are the 
years through which careful watch- 
ing is necessary. A baby's feet are 
nearly always perfect. They appear 
to be flat because muscular devel- 
opment has not begun so Nature 
holds the arches 
in position by 


means of fleshy paddings. As th'e 
child begins to creep and stand the 
leg muscles are developed and at 
the same time Nature absorbs the 
fleshy pads and the arches of the 
foot begin to form. It is during this 
critical period when the tiny bones 
and muscles are developing that the 
feet need watching so that the deli- 
cate bones shall not be bent, and 
ths growing feet deformed or weak- 
ened. 


The pamphlet warns parents not 


to teach children to walk. Walking 
is a natural function and as the in- 
fant grows the muscular strength of 
the legs is increased and gradually 
becomes strong enough to support 
and carry the body weight. At this 
time the child will commence to 
walk by natural impulse. From the 
short, jerky, uncertain step there is 
a gradual improvement and even- 
tually the infant gains confidence 
and strength and the step' becomes 
firm and steady. Premature walk- 
ing through artificial 
assistance 


causes an unnatural strain upon 
legs and feet -and often results in 
foot deformities which continue in 
later life. If walking is unsteady 
fcr a long period, massage may be 
advisable to strengthen the muscles, 
but this, of course, under the super- 
vision of physician, podiatrist or 
baby clinic. 


Shoes and Stockings 


Shoes and stockings of th,e right 


size are important. Tight stockings 
restrict normal growth and action 
of the toes, many cause ingrown toe 
nails and large joints. Stockings 
sKbuld be non-shrinkable and pre- 
ferably white. Colors must be fast 
and free 
from poisonous dyes. 


Materials: lightweight cotton or silk 
for summer, pure wool or silk and 
wool for colder weather. Children's 
stockings should be washed very 
carefully and hung on forms to dry 
to help keen their shape and avoid 
shrinking.

The Opening lead was the 5 of 


clubs, and EastVKing was taken 
by the Ace. The hold-up here would 
have been useless, as East was 
marked with at least four clubs. 
The hand looked extremely simple, 
but it was one on which many 
players would have gone wrong. 
The one danger lay in allowing 
East to obtain the lead. Mr. Watson 
knew that if East held four dia- 
monds to the Knave, it was quite 
possible that he would be defeated. 
Therefore, to trick 2, he led the 
deuce of spades and won the trick 
in Dummy with the Ace. His next 
lead was a low diamond, and he 
proceeded to finesse the 9. This play 
could not possibly lose the game, as 
he was now assured of 5 diamond 
tricks, two spades, one heart and 
one club. When this card held, he 
laid down the Queen, went over to 
the Ace of hearts, and ran the rest 
of his diamonds; the King of spades 
was cashed at the tenth trick. 


Had the hand been played nor- 


mally, it would have been defeated, 
as the lead of the Queen of dia- 
monds from the closed hand as- 
sured East of a diamond trick, and 
the Declarer would have lost four 
clubs in addition.

Every so often it is necessary for a pupil to go over the points he has 


learned. He repeats his rules, brushes up his tables, does the problems 
once more. This is an essential step on his learning. 
It makes for 


thoroughness, for one thing. Our minds often trick us. We think we 
know a fact very well. It has a pleasant familiar feeling as we remem- 
ber it in passing, "O, I know that," says the child, and goes on. 
The 


wise teacher doesn't stop with that. She says, "Good. Tell me all about 
it. What does it mean? How can you use it? Where, in your scheme of 
learning does it fit?" Oftener than not the pupil is dismayed to find that 
this thing he knew so well slips from his grasp when he tries to lay 
hold of it. He hesitates, stammers and fidgets and finally says, "I knew 
that just as well as my own name and I couldn't say it." 


He didn't know it as well as he knew his own name. His name has 


been used so often it has become a part of himself. The fact that slip- 
ped into the haze when he tried to hold it had not been used often 
enough, had not been knitted into the fabric of his thought. To make 
an idea part of one's thinking one must work it, knead it into his mind 
by repetition and use. 


Repetition alone will not help a 


child to knowledge.

Trjing to figure out why nudists 


like to be nudists is a harmless way 
of filling in an idle half hour; but 
it's a lot simpler to get a book by a 
practicing nudist and get the dope 
at first hand, and "On Going Nak- 
ed," by Jan Gay, will do the trick 
for you very nicely. 


Miss Gay here describes the nud- 


ist movement all over the world. 
She tells of its great development in 
Germany, where there seem to be 
dozens of parks or camps in which 
men, women and children live with- 
out clothes; of its slower emergence 
in France, where the nudists are 
less self-conscious: of its manifesta- 
tions in Sweden, where people are 
so used to nude bathing" that they 
cannot understand why other coun- 
tries should suddenly get so excited 
about nudism; of its difficulties in 
England, where the climate is hos- 
tile; of its slow but steady growth 
in the United States, where officers 
of the law don't always understand.
